We started from home the momirig of 
Aug. 7th, traveled to within two miles of 
Indianapolis, and camped out for the night. 
The prospect for crops on that day were 
about the same as in Rush county. 
Started 
next morniug at 4 o’clock? and passed along 
Washington street to the west side of the 
city, and then stopped to feed and get 
, 
breakfast 
after the style of army life. 
Moved on all day, passing through parts of 
Marion, Hendricks and Putman counties. 
Camped that night on the bank of Eagle 
Creek, near 
Putnamville. 
Crop prospects 
still good; apples and peaches, and in fact, 
fruit of all kinds in abundance. 
Started ont 
again on the morning of the 9th at 4 o’clock, 
traveled about three miles, and stopped long 
enouge to cook breakfast, when we moved 
on again, passing through the coal region of 
Clay 
and Vigo counties. 
Crossed 
the 
Wabash river at Terre Haute in the after­ 
noon, and traveled until sundown. 
Went 
into camp on the State line about eight 
miles west of Terre Haute. 
On the morn 
ing of the loth went about ten miles and 
ate breakfast with the family of my young­ 
est son, who lives in Clark county, 111., 
The prospect for corn had not been as good 
as we had seen for the last two days, on ac­ 
count of the dry weather. 
Fruit of all 
kinds was plenty; wheat and meadows good 
On Monday night, Aug loth, it commenced 
to rain and continued every day and night 
till the following Sunday night. 
On Friday 
of that week I attended the soldiers’ re 
union of the 8th Indiana District, at Terre 
Haute. 
There was alarge crowd of people 
and a good tournont of old soldiers, who 
seemed to enjQy themselves as well as any 
that I ever met: but they were all strangers 
to me. 
Still, I was well treated, and passed 
a happy day with them. 
By the next Mon­ 
day the waters in the creeks fell so that I 
could cross, and I came to Jewett, and found 
my two sons and their families all well, and 
the crop prospects fine, as the rains of the 
week had helped them. 
The farmers are 
all in good spirits now, and it is hard to 
find a man that will own that he was ever 
a member of the farmers’ alliance. There are 
but few of lodges that hold any regular 
meetings in this part of Illinois now, both 
old parties having had enough of the society 
since it went into politics. 
Spent the week 
in traveling over a good part of Cumberland 
county, and found everything prosperous— 
crops good and fruit plenty. 
On the 23d I attended camp meeting at 
Greenup. 
There was a good attendance, 
and the services good. 
On the 24th at noon we started to Pales­ 
tine, in Crawford c§unty, for the purpose of 
visiting relatives and abrading the ninth 
annual reunion of the soldiers of 
that 
county. 
At 
Palestine I 
called 
on 
my 
nephew, G. B. Sweet, took in the reunion 
for two days and nights, and then returned 
to this place. 
While on the trip to Pales­ 
tine I traveled over a good portion of Cum­ 
berland and Jasper and Crawford counties. 
I saw some of the best of land in all of 
those counties; and some parts was not very 
good. 
There were hundreds of acres of 
corn which would make at least seventy five 
bushels per acre; and then, again, some 
that would not make over ten. 
The wheat 
crop had been very good, but in about the 
same ratio, according to soil and manner of 
farming. 
I think from looking over the 
country that a great deal of the failure to 
have good crops is the want of proper man­ 
agement of the crops. 
A great many do 
not plant their corn till June, and some not 
till July: and of course no man can raise 
crops in that way. 
I never saw finer crops 
cf fruit, of all kinds, than there are in that 
part of the country. 
Peaches and apples 
can be bought here now for from twenty to 
twenty-five cents per bushel, and no buyers 
at that; as everyone that has made any effort 
to set out trees have all they need of their

county, near the famous San Jacinto tin 
mine, there is a veritable mine of honey.

then we w ater the sheep.” 
THE GENTLENESS OF SHEEP. 
If a herd of swin e come to a well they 
an grily jostle each other for the preced en ce; 
if a d rov e of cattle come to a well, they 
hook each other hack from the water, bu t 
when the flock of sheep come, thou gh a 
hu n d red of them shall be d isappoin ted , 
they on ly express it by su d bleatin g—they 
come together peacefu lly . 
We w an t a 
great m u ltitu d e to come arou n d the Gospel 
well. 
I ku ow there are those who d o n ot 
like a crowd —they thin k a crowd is v u lgar. 
If they are oppressed for room in chu rch it 
makes them positiv ely im patien t an d bel 
ligeren t. 
Not so d id these orien tal ©hep- 
herd s. They waited u n til all the flocks 
were gathered , an d the more flocks that 
came the better they liked it. 
Au d so we ou ght to be an xiou s th at all 
the people shou hi come. 
Go ou t in to the 
highway s an d the hed ges an d compel them 
to come in . 
Go to the rich au d tell them 
they are in d igen t w ithou t the Gospel of 
Jesu s. 
Go to the poor an d tell them the 
afflu en ce there is in Christ. 
Go to the 
blin d an d tell them of the tou ch th at giv es 
etern al Illu m in ation . 
Go to the lame an d 
tell them of the joy th at will m ake the 
lame man leap like a hart. 
G ather all the 
sheep off of all the mou n tain s. 
Non e so 
torn of the d ogs, n on e so sick, n on e so 
worried , n on e so d y in g as U be omitted . 
When the fall election s come the whole 
lau d is scou red for v oters, ami if a man is 
too weak or sick to walk to the polis a car 
riage is sen t for him, bu t when the qu es­ 
tion is whether Christ or the d ev il shall 
ru le this world , how few there are to come 
ou t an d seek the sick, au d the lost, an d the 
su fferin g, au d the bereft, au d the lame an d 
in d u ce their su ffrages for the Lord Jesu s. 


W hy n ot gather a great flock? All Amar 
p a in a flock, all the world in a flock. 
This well of the Gospel Is d eep en ou gh to 
pu t ou t the bu rn in g th irst of the fou rteen 
hu n d red million of the race. 
Do n ot let 
the chu rch by a spirit of exclu siv en ess 
keep the world ou t.

As at this well of Mesopotamia Jacob an d

y ou comin g u p with y ou r lon g flocks of 
cares an d an xieties, an d he will stretch ou t 
his han d in pled ge of his affection , while 
all heav en will cry ou t, “ Behold the brid e­ 
groom cometh; go y e ou t to meet him .” 
THE WELL OF SALVATION. 
You n otice th at this well of Mesopota 
mia had a ston e on it, which m u st be re 
mov ed before the sheep cou ld be watered , 
an d I fin d on the well of salv ation tod ay j 
imped imen ts an d obstacles, which m u st be 
remov ed in ord er th at y ou may obtain the 
refreshm en t an d life of this Gospel.

It is to y ou like when

ou t of a chased chalice which has ju st 
been lifted from a silv er salv er.

car, with*y ou r feet on a Tu rkish ottoman 
an d a ban d of mu sic on board the train . 
You d o n ot w an t to be in compan y with 
ru stic Jacob an d Rachel, an d to be d rin k 
in g ou t of the fou n tain where ten thou san d 
sheep hav e been d rin kin g before y ou . You 
will hav e to remov e the obstacle of prid e, 
or n ev er fin d y ou r way to the well. 
You 
will hav e to come as we came, willin g to 
take the w ater of etern al life in an y way 
an d at an y han d , an d in an y kin d of 
pitcher, cry in g ou t: “O Lord Jesu s, 
I am 
d y in g of thirst. Giv e me the water of eter 
n al life, whether in trou gh or goblet. Giv e 
me the water of life; I care n ot in what it 
comes to me.” 
Away with all y ou r hin 
d ran ees of prid e from the well’s mou th.
